Month of May 1959 


A . Major Research and , te ^^»lS>aewtActlvltar 

Summary of Cartographic Production and Accomplishment : 

The Division workload for the month of May continued at the 
high level reported for April. Statistically the Division recorded 
acceptance of 166 new jobs, had 126 job completions and has a total 
of 570 Jobs (versus 536 for April) on the books as of the 1st of Jure. 

Although receipts decreased 15$ from the previous month, total comple- 
tions were 17$ greater* The increase in total workload primarily 
results from attempts to meet FY 1959 commitments. 

The MIS Map Coordinator report appended indicates* a tapering 
off of MIS proofing and final trap production requests . Reports 
from Printing Services Division support the feeling we are o er 
the peak of HIS scheduled production for FY 59* 

The procedures initiated cooperatively sometime ago by D/GL and 
D/GC to reduce the frequency of rerun requests to fill library s :oek 
have been highly beneficial to the efficient operation of the Division. 

Increasing the quantity of copy and the use of the Record Center for 
storage of surplus, as well as a careful screening of maps requested 
for rerun, has resulted in considerable savings in time* money, -md 
effort in this Division and in the Printing Services division.

Requests during May from DD/P continue to show a steady Increase. 

In addition to the city plan maps program and the ports outline program, 
training support was provided by the completion of a third map of a 
series of operational maps on the Far East, the completion of the final 
two training maps to be used in field training, an d the mounting of two 
large wall maps in a Also completed was 

a significant intelligence map on the Turkey- Iraq- Iran Border Tribes. 25X1 A6a 

The Division is producing several maps for the Department of State. 

A Foreign Services Posts map on Africa was completed and turned >ver to 
State for reproduction, the revision cf the Immigrations Quota Area map 
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is in progress, and the overall U. S. Foreign Service Posts and Department of 
State Jurisdictions map is id reproduction. In addition a series of H. 0. 
charts on the Hawaiian Islands was prepared in the form of hand copies 
showing the 3-mile limit of Territorial Waters. Planimetry computation 
of the Territorial Waters was also provided State. 

During the month the Special Support B ench completed the first 
phase of the NSA-ORR project on the USSR. Ten of fourteen maps were 
completed under rush conditions for use by the Net Evaluation Sub- 
committee of the Joint Chieft of Staff. 

B. Planning and Development 

The city plan project at PIC will reach a point in June- July when 
a review of the lists of cities submitted by DD/P will be necessary. 

It is estimated that by the end of June approximately 31 cities, only 
3 of which will be backlog, will have been completed or in preparation. 




Progress on the maps has been accelerated by 

the overtime help the Division has given St/l. This, however, results 
in a feast-or-famine situation in D/GC since the work done on overtime 
must subsequently be process ed by the same people in the GC/S Branch. 
Dependence for producing the maps on overtime is not a long- term 
solution to this problem. 25X1 C 

The Special Support Branch has arranged with the Printing Services 
Division to process special intelligence maps larger than x Ik for 
insertion in ERA reports. In making this facility available to ORR 
components, through GC/X, consideration must be given to the additional 
security problems involved and all requests should be planned with this 
in mind. However, when oversize maps are needed to show extra detail, 
this facility is available. 

A project to prepare two hemisphere maps in full color for use in 
the Central Intelligence Bulletin was processed during the month. This 
represents the first production request placed on the Terrain Section 
for full color representation of the world. For some time the Division 
has felt that the future development of terrain representation lies 
in full color rendition with subsequent color separation reproduction and 
this request represented a welcomed opportunity to start actual production 
in this technique. 

C . Significant Outside Contacts and Activities 

Aside from completion of the blueline plates in support of the AGS 
project, no outside contacts of significance were made during May.
